Discussions of last 
Tuesday’s City Council 
meeting ranged from the Out- 
dcxjr Dining Ordinance, Elec¬ 
tric Vehicle Charging Sta¬ 
tions, and downtown parking 
and pedestrian safety con¬ 
figuration. 

The meeting began with 
two presentations by Mayor 
Maurer. Two volunteers, 
George Enyedi and John 
Bush were recognized for 
their years of service. Bush 
helped a great deal with his 
water assessment reports. He 
also created a list of bidders 
for those in need of outside 
consulting. Both men were 
presented with T-shirts from 
the mayor. 

Another volunteer, Karen 
Johnson was presented a 
resolution in her honor. The 
City of Sierra Madre has rec¬ 
ognized Johnson for her years 
of service. Johnson has vol¬ 
unteered her medical services 
at the Senior Center for the 
last four years. 

The 22nd year Commu¬ 
nity Development Block 
Grant was passed and it will 
recefve $83,023 in funds. 
The CDBG plans to revive 
the handyman program. The 
program was created to fund 
grants up to $7,000 to im¬ 
prove middle to low income 
homes. Improvements made 
could range from the repair 
I on roofs, windows, and 
i doors, replacement of locks, 
! water efficient shower heads 
• and faucets, and smoke 
alarms.

Vine Viewing: The Wistaria vine, the largest blooming 
plant in the world, is 102 years old. Located on private prop¬ 
erty, it is open to the public one day a year Viewers may walk 
to the site or board buses at Montecito and Baldwin for the 
short ride up. Docents will guide them through the property. 

Tickets are required for entry to the vine, to control the 
number of viewers per hour; there is no charge for them. Bus j 
tickets may be purchased at the boarding site for $2 each. The 
bus will return from the vine and let off passengers at two 
locations: the canon at the corner of Sierra Madre and 
Hermosa, and the departure site at Baldwin and Montecito. 

Craft Faire: One hundred crafters and artisans will par¬ 
ticipate in booths lining the center of Sierra Madre Blvd. from 
Hermosa east to Baldwin, and on Baldwin north to Montecito. 
Note: This year, the booths will be clustered in the center of 
the street, to allow visitors easy access to the Sierra Madre 
restaurants and businesses.. We expect over 5,000 visitors, so 
we urge that you open your business from 9:00 to 5:00. There 
will be music throughout the day. 

Note: Two key mles for business owners: (1) You may use 
space in front of your business out to the curb but not into the 
street; (2) however, you may not sublet your space to another 
business. And a note for restaurant owners: barbecuing or other

Tanacsos said is similar to the 
Special Olympics, where the 
disabled congregate and 
compete in sporting events. 

Tanacsos said that the 
committee selecting the vol¬ 
unteers has given him a 
choice of either working in

We 
depend on you, the City 
Council to help us by setting 
and enforcing strong rules for 
the production companies.

Dear Editor: 

It is time for a reality 
check on the Sierra Madre 
Cultural Heritage Commis¬ 
sion. The members of the 
Commission have been under 
attack for several weeks now- 
-in letters to the editor of this 
paper, in comments to 
reproters at the forum in Janu¬ 
ary sponsored by the 
Homeowners and Residents 
Association, and at meetings of 
the Commission. They have 
been labeled as power-hungry, 
insensitive, abusive of property 
rights-even immoral. 

Now a Citizens Advisory 
Group has announced plans 
to circulate a protest petition. 
One of its leaders has been 
quoted, “We are amassing a 
war chest. We absolutely in¬ 
tend to win on this [the first 
draft of a proposal to expand 
the existing cultural heritage 
ordinance] whatever it 
takes.” 

The members of the Com- 
mission have responded 
publically with extraordinary 
patience, courtesy, and dig¬ 
nity in the face of personal 
attacks. The Conunission has 
demonstrated its ability to lis¬ 
ten and has provided oppor¬ 
tunities for everyone to be 
heard. One hour is set aside 
each first Tuesday of the 
month at 6:30 p.m. (before 
the regular Commission 
meeting at 7:30 in the Coun¬ 
cil Chamber) to receive com¬ 
munity input as the Commis¬ 
sion works on the final draft 
for a new Historic Preserva¬ 
tion Ordinance. It is exclu¬ 
sively the City Council’s 
power to actually pass an or¬ 
dinance, after further public 
hearings. 

As a community we are in 
the midst of a legal process to 
discover what is best for our 
life together in a place with a 
unique history and ambiance. 
What we need is thoughtful 
dialogue with respect for one 
another. Gratuitous attacks 
on the motives and integrity 
of follow (’iti70nc org 
helpful in the process. 

The reality is that mem¬ 
bers of the Commission are 
our neighbors, appointed by 
the elected City Council to 
help it serve the needs of all 
of us. They are knowledge¬ 
able volunteers who care 
about the quality of life in our 
town. They deserve thanks, 
not suspicion and derision. 
As a community, we owe it to 
ourselves to Uiist the process 
designed to resolve different 
points of view with civility.

Dear Council Members, 

Thank you for addressing 
and hopefully correcting 
some of the problems that 
have plagued Sierra Madre 
residents when film produc¬ 
tion companies invade their 
neighborhoods. It is your re¬ 
sponsibility to be concerned 
about the majority of the resi¬ 
dents of this city. 

The film companies come 
to Sierra Madre because it 
costs less to go on location 
than it does to build sets and 
film on a sound stage; be¬ 
cause crowds do not “bother” 
them, and because there is a 
variety of locations available 
to them. Their business is 
making movies and making 
money. 

Many of those locations 
are Rl zoned residential 
properties, which are not sup¬ 
posed to be used for any type 
of commercial business. So 
why allow some residents to 
rent out their property to a 
big, commercial business? 
We know the answer. 
MONEY!! The city makes 
money, the renter makes 
money, the movie company 
saves money and the rest of 
the neighborhood suffers 
with the noise, trucks, trash, 
people, traffic, restrictions 
and loss of property value 
when film companies are on 
the street many times a year. 

Please consider the fol¬ 
lowing suggestions to assist 
the majority of residents of 
this city. 

Limit filming at any one 
residence to once every 3 
years (some would prefer 
once every 5 years). 

Limit the number of days 
allowed to 5 days per location. 

Develop a schedule of fees 
to be paid by the film com¬ 
pany to the neighbors on each 
side of the location and across 
the street from the location, as 
these are the people most se¬ 
verely affected by the “inva¬ 
sion”. For instance: $100.00 
per day for having to put up 
with all the disturbance. 

$20.00 per day to any neigh¬ 
bor who is asked to keep a 
dog quiet, or not make noise 
of any kind. $20.00 or more 
to the neighbors who have to 
reschedule workmen or meet¬ 
ings, etc, at their home. 

The production compa¬ 
nies should always compen¬ 
sate businesses when shoot¬ 
ing in the downtown area and 
customers cannot get into the 
businesses. Hopefully that is 
already required by the city 
when issuing permits. 

The only exception to the 
once in 3 or 5 years per loca-

nally end up working at. 

“I have a feeling that they 
will give me all of these in 
one way or the other, which 
is a great deal for me,” 
Tanacsos said. “If I can be 
placed in the Velodrome 
...that’s my love. That was 
my life and still is. In the 
pressroom, that’s usually the 
nightshift, where interviews 
will be going on, they may 
need me there.” 

Tanacsos said that he will 
turn 65 years of age when the 
Olympics start, thereby offi¬ 
cially retiring from working 
and he feels that his birthday 
present will be the Olympic 
Games themselves.

Thirty years of Diabetes have forced me to exercise 
a certain amount of control over my lifestyle that others 
need not do. It has often gotten in my way but it has never 
stopped me. At times it has made me stronger and given 
me a push forward. 

I’m reminded of the man who was diagnosed at 57 
with Diabetes. He was truly angry. He told the doctor,

The meeting went on to 
discuss the possibility of 
Electric Vehicle charging sta¬ 
tions. Enid Joffe spoke on 
behalf of Edison EV. The 
company works as a sister 
con^any to Southern Califor¬ 
nia Edison and acts as a 
bridge for the utility compa¬ 
nies, consumers, and 
automakers. 

EV’s are definitely com¬ 
ing. General Motors has an¬ 
nounced that the “EV 1” will 
be available for purchase in 
fall of 1996. In 1997, GM 
will introduced a fleet vehicle 
and Ford will also introduce 
a ranger truck. The EV has a 
range of 60 to 90 miles. The 
charge time required is from 
two to three hours. According 
to market research. Sierra 
Madre fits the kind of town 
where charging stations will 
be needed. In fact there are 
one or two EV’s already in 
town. 

Joffe presented some steps 
in order to prepare the city for 
these stations. First, the city 
needs to adopt California 
building code revisions and a 
national electrical code. 

In order to make the EV 
buying process easy and fast, 
the city would also need to 
adopt a streamline permifong^ 
and inspection process. It is 

likely that it would take 72 
hours, from point of pur¬ 
chase, inspection for private 
charging station, issuing a 
permit and bringing the EV 
home. There are many op¬ 
tions to make this process 
easier, such as fee waivers 
and pre-approved installa-

A nybody who still 
thinks that Shakes¬ 
peare is just some¬ 
thing you have to read in 
school is simply mistaken. 
Shakespeare was an actor and 
director in a company of male 
actors in the time of Queen 
Elizabeth I and her successor, 
James I of England, the late 
1500s and early 1600s. He 
wrote plays for the company 
in the language to which they 
were accustomed and those 
plays were very popular, as 
far as historians can tell. His 
friends admired his facility 
with words and his ability to 
construct interesting charac¬ 
ters in appealing situations. 
He took the blood and vio¬ 
lence of the other popular 
playwrights and turned them 
into Hamlet and Macbeth and 
he took and Ancient Roman 
comedy and turned it into A 
Comedy of Errors and per¬ 
formed other theatrical 
magic. 

His historical plays were 
not particularly accurate his¬ 
tory but history as it should 
have been, full of swashbuck¬ 
ling, articulate heros and hid¬ 
eous. articulate villains plus a 
certain amount of Tudor pro¬ 
paganda. That even those he¬ 
roes and villains were fasci¬ 
natingly complex human be¬ 
ings is what has made his 
plays last when so many of 
his contemporary play¬ 
wrights have become merely 
literary curiosities. That and 
the imaginative use of words 
and phrases that have stuck in 
the English language. 

It is inevitable that that 
language should have 
changed somewhat in over 
four hundred years, but ar¬

Back to the 
Budget 

The information I’m bringing you this week is taken 
from material supplied to me by the Administrative Ser¬ 
vices Department. It is taken from their Mid-year Finan¬ 
cial Report which gives the Hnancial position of the City 
at mid-year and the projection of these conditions to the 
end of the fiscal year, June 30, 1996. 

To understand the budget, it is important to know that 
funds are allocated to three categories: Undesignated, 
Designated and Restricted. 

Undesignated Funds are available spendable re¬ 
sources that can be used for any operational purpose. This 
category again has three areas; General Fund, Capital 
Outlay Fund and Facility Construction Fund. 

The General Fund is the primary operating fund of the 
City. The fund balance is not restricted nor designated 
for any specific purpose. The General Fund is used to 
account for all general revenues of the City not specifi¬ 
cally levied or collected for other City funds, and for ex¬ 
penditures related to the rendering of general services by 
the City. 

The Capital Outlay Fund was established to account 
for revenues from the race track, expenditures generally 
related to capital acquisitions and traffic control in and 
around the track. This fund also provides additional re¬ 
sources in the form of transfers to both the Equipment 
Replacement and Facility Construction Funds. 

Designated Funds refer to those funds which the 
present, or a previous. Council has designated for spe¬ 
cific purposes. 

Restricted Funds are those which can be used only 
for specific things as mandated by legal or contractual 
requirements. 

CityScene will explain the Designated and Restricted 
funds in more detail in future columns. I’ll also be bring¬ 
ing you some charts showing percentages relating to 
General Fund revenues and expenditures. 

I suggest my readers clip this chart for future refer¬ 
ence as we move through the budget series.

Population Growth: “Population growth 
creates a need for new services, schools, 
police and fire departments. The only way 
we can control it is with a growth pattern and 
limited development. A lot of times, we ve 
seen one-acre or two-acre lots with people 
building a half dozen homes on them. There 
should be 2.5 persons per dwelling, but now 
dwellings can hold 4.5 to 5.5 per structure.”- 

Housing: “Growth is tremendously impeded (by lack of 
land). If you don’t have land, you don’t have population 
growth. In a single-family home, you’ll have more population 
with more bedrooms. If you permit a multi-story home, you’ll 
have high density. The present ordinance, as we know it, could 
be altered. Not everybody is in a position to own a home— 
they have to live someplace.” 

Homeless/Gang Activity: “I would say that we should put 
out the word that we are against, and will deal with gangs that 
come into the City. As for the homeless, we should try to sym¬ 
pathize with their plight and do something to turn them around, 
like a halfway house or social worker. Some are ‘righteous’ ' 
homeless (with no choice) and others are con artists.” 

Single Biggest Problem: “The biggest problem is the Santa 
Anita Arts & Entertainment Center. Basically, we know that 
a faction is collecting signatures, and if they’re successful, it 
goes to a vote. I’m personally against this proposal of land 
use.” 

Pet Issue: “My pet thing is Huntington Drive; ‘Downtown* 
2(XX).’ 1 feel it was money ill-spent and a bad design. I don’t 
think it will encourage foot traffic. It’s created damage to 
businesses and some have had to go out of business. I’ve al¬ 
ways said the best thing would be to knock everything down 
and start over.”

Housing: “I think lot sizes and use pertaining to the City is 
realistic. The area that we should look at on a case-by-case 
basis is the commercial areas in the long-range general plan.”

The City departments involved, like police, should be involved 
based on their knowledge. As for gangs and crime, we should 
not be tolerant of that within the City. Homelessness is another 
situation. There’s not a lot of that in the City. It should be dealt 
with some compassion and while we have ordinances in cer¬ 
tain areas, we should act with assistance for individuals.” 

Business: “Upgrade, upgrade, upgrade. It can be done with 
very little money. Everyone should take a look at Brand Blvd. 
(in Glendale). It has a nice, warm feeling.” 

Single Biggest PrMem: “I think the single biggest prob¬ 
lem is the City itself and its image, and vMiai we want Irom it 
in the future; better development of commercial areas, better 
redevelopment of existing commercial properties.

Proposition B 

Shall the Arcadia City Charter be amended to update vari¬ 
ous sections of the Arcadia City Charter with regard to titles 
and functions of certain City offices and positions, current 
legal requirements, and general fiscal administration? 

Proposition B revises various sections of the City Charter 
to make them consistent with current practices, legal require¬ 
ments, and organizational changes. 

Section 415 is revised to enable the City Council to waive 
the entire reading of an emergency ordinance. Emergency 
ordinances are rare, however, when they are on the agenda the 
entire ordinance must be read to the listening audience. The 
text of the ordinance is available to the public and the descrip¬ 
tive title is always read. The revision gives Council the op¬ 
tion with 4 votes to waive reading the entire ordinance as cur¬ 
rently required. 

Section 600 is revised to eliminate a provision inai violates 
the California Constitution and cannot be enforced This per¬ 
tains to the mandatory Charter language requiring the City 
Manager to establish residence within the City and maintain 
same during tenure in office. This is deleted. 

Section 702 is revised to delete language that no longer 
applies. Based on a reorganization within the City there is no 
longer a Director of Finance. To reflect this reality and main¬ 
tain flexibility the Charter revision designates “.. .an individual 
responsible for the finance office...” Likewise as to section 
703 and the Planning Director which is revised to be “...an 
individual responsible for the planning office...”. 

Section 800 is revised to reflect the name change of the 
Personnel Board to Human Resources Commission. Section 
804 is revised to eliminate the subpoena power for City Boards 
and Commissions since it is not necessary and never used. The 
exception to this is the Human Resources Commission. Their 
subpoena authority is retained by revisions to Charter section 
808. 

Section 901 is revised to reflect a title change of Person¬ 
nel Director to Human Resources Manager. 

Section 905 is revised to require that City employees must 
take a leave of absence without pay if they become a candi¬ 
date for a City of Arcadia elective position. To meet current 
legal requirements, the imposition of this mandate for becom¬ 
ing a candidate for any public office is deleted. 

Sections 1203, 1204 and 1205 are revised to reflect cur¬ 
rent scheduling and timing requirements regarding presenta¬ 
tion of the capital program to the City Council, adoption of 
the program by the Council and the reality that the City Clerk 
publishes notice of the budget. To reflect inflation, capital im¬ 
provements is redefined to mean improvements in excess of 
$30,000 rather than $10,000. Likewise, section 1212 is revised 
to mandate the formal bid process for public works contracts 
where the contract involves an expenditure of at least $30,000. 
The current C.iarter requires this time consuming and costly 
process for any project in excess of $6000, an amount that has 
been in the Charter since 1968 without adjustment for infla-

GENERAL INFORMATION 

Sanitation District No. 15 providea wastewater collection, treatment, and disposal 
sen/lce (operation and maintenance) for the areas shown on the map. In addition, the District 
also provides lor the constniclion of capital fadHties to accommodate the needs of existing 
users (upgrade) and new users (expansion). 

The cost of operation and maintenance of the District's facilities, as well as the con- 
slmction ol upgrade capital facilities, Is borne by tha existing users ol the system. After taking 
aii other sources of revenue into consideration, the remaining revenue required to provide con¬ 
tinued sen/lces to apportioned to aN existing dischargers on the basis of their use of the sys¬ 
tem. Use is measured In terms of quantity (flow) and strength (chemical oxygen demand (COD] 
and suspended solids |SS)). The average daHy quantity of sewage flow and strength from one 
single family home to equal to one sewage unit. Apartments will continue to be charged on the 
basto ol 60% of a sewage unit. It to proposed that tha basis lor charging condominiums be 
changed from 70% to 75% of a lawaga unit. Alt other user categories are assessed propor¬ 
tionately. Residential, commercial, and email Industrial usere pay under the Districts' Sen/lce 
Charge Program. Large Induetrial ueera pay an annual surcharge rather than a service charge. 
Some Indusirial dlschergora can elect to pay the annuol eurcharge using assumed strength 
parameters astabitohad by the Districts (short form rate). Each District also receives a per¬ 
centage ol the one percent general property tax levy on all parcels within that District. Thus, 
the total annual cost of waatawatsr Iraatmant servica lor any given user can be determined by 
adding either the eervlcs charge or surcharge, as applicabla, to the property tax received by 
the District. The property tax had bean a reliabla source ol revenue lor the Districts until the 
1992-93 fiscal year, when tha State enacted legtolation taking away 40% ol the Districts' prop¬ 
erty taxes. Tha proposed aenrica charge rates reflacl the continued loss ol 40% of property 
taxes. It to assumed the Dtotricta will continue to receive tha remaining 60% ol property taxes. 

The Districts' Connection Fee Ordinance prescribes fees for connecting to the 
Districts' sewerage system or for significantly Increasing the quantity and strength ot waste¬ 
water discharged by an existing user.

The connection fee insures that: (1) new users of 
the sewerage system and (2) those existing users who significantly increase thair use ol the 
sewerage system, pay lor their propoilionats share of the cost of additional wastewater con¬ 
veyance. treatment, and disposal faclllttos made necessary by thair incraased demand on tha 
system. Tha connection fee to baaed on tha quantity (flow) and strength (COD and SS) ol tha 
discharge. Tha discharge from a single family home to equal to one capacity unit. All other 
user categories are charged proportionataly. Connection fees are applicable only If you are 
connecting to the sewer tor the first time or are significantly increasing your discharge.

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Ni^ts on the Bridge

In 1886 the Iowa Central 
Railroad built a bridge across 
the Mississippi River just 
upstream from my hometown 
of Keithsburg. On the Illinois 
side of the river was the Peo¬ 
ria and Keithsburg Railroad, 
but the two railroads were 
separated by a half mile of 
water. Until the bridge was 
built passengers wishing to 
continue their travels in either 
direction had to walk across 
the ice in the wintertime and 
depend on primitive ferry¬ 
boats the rest of the time. It 
was slow, inconvenient and 
hazardous. With the comple¬ 
tion of the bridge freight and 
passenger trains brought a 
booming economy to a large 
section of both Iowa and Illi¬ 
nois, so much so that in less 
than 20 years it was apparent 
that a bigger, stronger struc¬ 
ture, was needed. 

So, in 1908 our village 
was invaded by a small army 
of workmen, and they were 
different than any we had 
seen before, especially the 
ironworker, who called them¬ 
selves, with a touch of arro¬ 
gance, “bridgemen.” They 
put together the iron girders, 
beams, trusses and columns 
with rumors in later years that 
a number of unstable ro¬ 


mances with local girls had 
taken place, but heat and 
numbing cold, and at last, in 
1910 the bridge was com¬ 
plete, a beautiful steel work 
of art. 

My father worked on con¬ 
struction of the bridge, and 
then became one half of the 
first team of watchmen. Hugh 
Angstead had the day shift, 
from six in the morning until 
six at night. My father had the 
night shift, six at night until 
six in the morning. There 
were no days off, no sick 
leave, no holidays, no pen¬ 
sion or insurance. The pay 
was $60 a month. 

I was nine years old when 
my father became one of the 
bridge watchmen, and for the 
next few years it was a play¬ 
ground in the summertime. 
With other small boys I 
skinny dipped the river, 
fished, or just lounged on the 
bank, soaking up the hot sun¬ 
shine. If a passenger train 
came along when we were 
out of the water, Mr. 
Angstead would bellow, 
“you kids get under water.” It 
would not do to let the pas¬ 
sengers gaze through dusty, 
flyspecked windows and see 
a few naked little boys. But 
beginning with my 15th year 
I had some adventures that 
seem incredible now. When

one of the watchmen wanted 
some time off, the other was 
obliged to stay around the 
clock, for perhaps three or 
four days. This meant for me, 
carrying meals and staying 
with my father at night. This 
was in summer, the steam¬ 
boat season, and my father 
would have to be awake and 
alert when the steamboat’s 
hoarse roar blasted the dark 
night. We always ate supper 
out on the deck, high above 
the river, enjoying the cool 
breeze, the scenery of Iowa 
and Illinois shores. But be¬ 
fore supper, there was a most 
important chore to be finished 
well before dark. 

On each of the piers sup¬ 
porting the lift span were two 
huge brass lanterns, each with 
a red and green lens. These 
were warning signals the 
steamboats depended on. Of 
the time I speak there was no 
electricity available, so each 
night the kerosene in the lan¬ 
tern reservoirs had to be 
filled. This is when I had the 
most unusual job of my 
whole life. Armed with a can 
of kerosene, clean rags, 
matches, and a pair of sharp 
scissors, I shinnied down the 
ladder from railroad tracks, 
filled the reservoirs, polished 
the lens and trimmed and 
lighted the cotton wick. This 
had to be done to four differ¬ 
ent lanterns. But this was not 
ail. Fastened to the first pier 
and stretching exactly 1000 
feet upstream was an L- 
shaped structure called the 
shearboon. It was made of 
heavy timbers and was an¬ 
chored at the north end to a 
huge enclosure of steel filled 
with rocks and concrete. It 
was supposed to keep ice 
from crowding the pier near 
the Illinois shore. On the 
north anchorage there was 
another lantern that had to be 
serviced just like those on the 
piers. The shearboom was six 
or seven years old when I first 


walked it and was beginning 
to be waterlogged. Several 
places were underwater, so I 
had to feel with my bare feet, 
and the hidden timbers were 
slippery. On my way back to 
the bridge I checked the 
setlines my father had tied to 
the shearboom, and many 
times I carried a huge fish 
back to the bridge. A bait 
called a doughball was often 
fatal for a carp or buffalo fish. 
But it was in the dead of night 
when the real excitement for 
me began. A steamboat, 
ablaze with lights would 
shake the river with a mighty 
blast. My father would start 
the engine that activated the 
counterweights and the lift 
span would start up. I was 
always out on deck, watching 
the boat go under the bridge, 
and dancing away from the 
sparks that poured from the 
huge, ornate stacks. If it was 
a sidewheeler steamboat, the 
river would be literally torn 
apart the waves slapping the 
shearboom and piers for two 
hours or more. 

Sometimes during the 
night a train from the Iowa 
shore would whistle for clear¬ 
ance, and then slowly creep 
out on the bridge. First there 
would be a faint tremor, in¬ 
creasing as the train drew 
nearer until the engine was 
directly under the lift span. 
Once more I was out on deck, 
dancing away from the blast 
of sparks from the locomo¬ 
tive. A short distance from 
the bridge there was a curve 
in the tracks, and as the lights 
on the caboose winked out, 
the night suddenly became 
lonely. 

My father quit the bridge 
in 1917, and so ended a saga 
for me. We moved from my 
hometown,in 1918, and in 
1967, 50 years after I had 
climbed the stairs to the en¬ 
gine deck, I made a bitter¬ 
sweet trip to the bridge. But 
that is another story.

use several products, includ¬ 
ing a topical spray cleaner 
and petroleum distillate that 
brings back the wood grain. 
Then fill and buff any 
scratches and nicks, using 
wood epoxy or other fillers 
depending on the size of the 
flaw. A wood stain is then 
applied to the repaired sur¬ 
faces and any faded areas to 
match the rest of the finish. 
“When we restain, we go for 
the best color match as pos¬ 
sible. That’s probably the 
hardest part,” said Bathalter. 

Finally, the wood is 
treated with their patented 
KTU oil that is designed to 
pull out any remaining dirt 
and replenish wood fibers 
that may have been adversely 
affected by variations in room 
humidity, especially in areas 
around sinks, dishwashers or 
windows.
